Remonstrants Far More Plenty Than
They Were in Town,

THE CREDIT SYSTEM DENOUNCED

Boys who ook old enough to be men and
who are determined to drink to prove they
are men wppeared plenty in the License
Court yesterday, Remonstrants againet ap-
plicants from the boronghs seem to have
found a great many such youths.

Applieants for retail liquor licenses in the
boroughs of Beltzhoover, Braddoek, Char-
tiers, Eipa and Green Tree were heard yes-
terday. Attorneys Christy and Yost made
things interesting for the Braddock appli-
cants, especially for those now licensed.
Thevr had a number of mwinors from Drad-
doek who testified agninst several of the sa-
loonkeepers. The boysdenied that ther had
bought drinks with the motive of making
trouble for the saloonkeepers, but they de-
elared that somebody had been gettiog them
into trouble, Ther seemed to be very re-
luctant o testify and to teel the disgrace of
their position. They were brizht bovs, evi-
dentiy of good families.

To-day the conrt will hear the applicants
from the boronghso! Homestead, Knoxville,
Millvale and Mansfield. There is but one
sn Mansfield and there are only two in
Knoxville.

The License Court yesterday morning
began the hearing of applicants for retail
licenses in the boroughs. The spectators,
